TLES BETWEEN BIG MONEY INTERESTS, POLITICAL POWER SCORED 
Seoul WOLGAN CHOSON in Korean May 80 pp 140-145

[Text] 1. Political Funds and Political Parties 


There are certainly some strange goings-on. One which has come about 
since the drop in political party activity in the wake of the 26 October 
incident is the fact that contact among people who have never met pre- 
viously has become more frequent. One such case involves contacts 
between party leaders and business circles. 


Chong Chu-yong, one of the few big financiers in the country and 
president of the Korean Federation of Industries (KFI), became the first 
financial figure to pay a courtesy call on Kim Yong-sam, president of 
the New Democratic Party (NDP) at the NDP headquarters. Soon after- 
wards, Kim Chong-p'il, president of the Democratic Republican Party (DRP), 
had talks with the heads of four economic organizations, including the 
KFI, during a dinner. It could be that this was the first time since 
establishment of the Republic that a financier visited an opposition 
party headquarters, even if it was not in the capacity of the head of 
an economic organization. And probably it was the first time, except 
under the interim government foilowing the 19 April 1961 incident, 

that a man in the capacity of the leader of the ruling party met with 
financial leaders, although a president might have summoned them in the 
past. These were such unprecedented contacts. 


The topic of conversation was not disclosed. Because the opposition 
had been so excessively shunned, this could be a demonstration of good 
faith that from now on, dialogue may be held when it is mutually 
beneficial, and from the position of the ruling party, it may be seen 
as a frantic attempt to cement its relations with financial circles. 


Reporters asked Kim Yong-sam whether the problem of political funds had 
come up on that occasion. "There was absolutely no talk of that kind," 
he answered. KimChong-p'd1, too, would say only that there was an 
exchange o° opinions on the entire economy, and that political funds 
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did not emerge as a topic of discussion. They could have been a simple 
courtesy call and a ceremonial dinner. Ironically, however, the question 
of making public the sources of political funds is quickly becoming a 
popular subject of conversation in political circles. 


The strange thing is that the DRP, which has been reluctant even to bring 
up the subject of political funds, makes a show of obeying the political 
funding laws, wishing financial circles would collect money in its behalf, 
while the NDP on the other hand, which has insisted on making political 
funds public, shows an attitude of refusal to go along with the law. 


The agreement between the leaders of both parties not to make political 
funds a subject of discussion before a new government is set up was 
announced by the NDP and is the basis of its anti-debate posture. Would 
this mean that the one in need of money is the DRP and the NDP does not 
lack money? Is it, too, that they do not want political funds. 


Meanwhile, say what you will, money is needed in politics just as it is 
in business. It is not only that they are both short of money today. 

It is impossible to think anything but that in future political contests, 
money will be a necessity to enable them to come to power. The important 
thing is not their attitudes, but the realities facing them. 


2. To Spend More, Collect More 


It goes without saying, that to try to figured out the income and 
expenditure of political funds through the party's account books would 
eventually become as foolhardy 4n undertaking as trying to determine 

the receipt and expenditure of a candidate's campaign funds through his 
ledgers. The statutory expenditure limit available to candidates in the 
1978 National Assembly Election amounted to a high of no more than 
19,385,000 won in Inch'o'n. In Chongno, Seoul, it was 11,185,000 won. 
Nationwide, the amount was only around 10 million won. One wonders if 
there was even one successful National Assembly candidate who observed 
such statutory limits. Probably it was recorded as if that were so in 
the account ledgers, and the figures were accepted as is by the 
responsible officials. If this were the extent of campaign expendi- 
tures, there could be no case for election fever and there would be 

no money to afford even a single washcloth to give away to the electorate. 
If that were the case, one wonders where the saying "two win, one loses" 
or "three win. two lose" came from. Aside from the accuracy of such a 
mathematical formula, which says that if one spends 200 millioi, one 
will get elected without fail, while if one spends 100 million, one will 
lose, or that one should spend 300 million or so, it does tell us that 
without hundreds of millions of won, one cannot even think of running 
for the National Assembly. In one election district, it was actually 
rumored that a candidate said, "I will scatter around 600 million won," 
and although it is unknown whether he spent that much in reality, he 

was elected. Although there is no National Assembly member who would 
admit to having been elected by money, one cannot even guess the number 
of candidates who say they lost because of money. Just the same, even 
the losers failed to observe the statutory spending limits. 
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The election climate of the past few years has been one of not grumbling 
about opponents spending too much money, even if one could blame one's 
lack of funds, since elections have to becone showdowns between money, 
not between people or policies, Although there have been people indicted 
on spending charges, there have been no cases of election invalidation 

or winners overturned. It can be said that the price of a single yol? 
lapel pin [worn by National Assembly members} weighing 2 don [1 don 
equals 3.7565 grams] comes from free-spending wealthy interests who 

throw away enough money to buy a pin weighing 2,000 to 3,000 don. 


{t is not that there are no exceptions. But they are extremely few in 
number, and that minority's low level of campaign funds has virtually 

no effect on the election climate itself, That amounts to a very few 

people with ability or reputation that is worth no less then money. 


It is not difficult to guess how much election funds it will take in 
the future, Even in the 1978 National Assembly Election, when the 
office of president was all but settled beforehand, actual campaign 
expenditures were estimated to be over 50 billion won, nearly reaching 
100 billion. ‘Therefore, it is clear that in the upcoming spring 1981 
elections, the need for money will increase dramatically. 


Presidential elections are the only way from the party's point of view 
to acquire power, while National Assembly elections are absolutely 
essential to consolidate that power. Something of political impo~tance 
which cannot be taken any less lightly is the rate of price increases 
in the past 2 years. Looked at from the standpoint of political funds, 
the enlivening of politics inevitably means routinization of political 
funding. [tf appears that if regulatory measures are not increased to a 
great extent, one to two hundred billion will be squandered in the 
presidential election and National Assembly Election alike. 





Compared with these huge amounts of campaign funds today's party operating 
funds appear meager. Although true figures on how much money the parties 
spend have never once been made public, just a short time ago a DRP 
Assemblyman, member of the DRP Central Committee, revealed that the DRP's 
monthly expenditures were between 70 and 80 million won, and that almost 
the entire party operational budget is provided by party president 

Kim Chong-p'il. The dependence of the one-million member DRP on its 
party president alone for its monthly operating fund of 70 to 80 million 
won obscures the public nature of the party. Some time ago, a discussion 
came up in which it was suggested that party membership dues of 300 won 
per month be raised, but it was shelved because members complained that 
it would increase the burden on them. When one considers this, on the 
surface at least, the DRP's operations were almost bankrupt. 


In the case of the NDP, it is reported to be a great deal worse. The 
party operations budget, which does not amount to even 10 million won 
per month, is also largely borne by the party president with the rest 
made up by party workers and representatives’ contributions. The party 
membership dues are not even discussed. 
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Ordinarily, thus, it say appear that parties are almost aever troubled 
by money concerns. towever, to hold so much as a one-evening meeting 
of only 70 to 80 pecple in a first class hotel, a mil) ion won goes in 
an instant, and a visit of only a week to a local party chapter by the 
party president can easily go through several millions of won, and that 
is a fact. Thus we know that statements on party operations funds are 
really fabrications or only disclose a portion thereof. This being 60 
in ordinary times, it goes without saying that figures are fabricated 
figures in a situation where the expenditure of political funds or 
campaign funds is subject to severe legal restraints. 


Though there is a difference of degree, every time a political party 
leader travels, it means money. During a visit to a local party 
chapter, he may suddenly promise a scholarship of several million won 
or, he may show that he is a "good customer" or "kind-hearted 
philanthropist" by stopping in the market to buy several hundred sets 

of underwear. If party leaders spend the party's official funds, they 
are viewed as no better than office workers because of it. The increase 
in political influence of party leaders who "exact much and spend much" 
is the general tendency of bosses of conservative political parties. 

To deign to become a party member is in itself something to be thankful 
for--it is thought to be a shameless act to ask them to make even a 
contribution of 100 won. 


In nearby Japan for instance, the Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) once 
held a membership drive. Fearing that applications for party membership 
might be submitted by others than applicants themselves, applicants 
were requested to pay membership dues of 2,000 yen (about 6,000 won). 
This is a two-way tactic of increasing membership and collecting money. 
Factional bosses toured the groups and companies related to them, 
exhorting people to join the party. ‘There were cases of 1,000 to 2,000 
people from a company joining the party en masse. Recommendations were 
given in advance by rubber stamp, and the dues were either paid by the 
company in a bunch, or the local national assembly secretary made proxy 
payments, 


In one company the number of new party members among workers, their 
families and other business affiliates reached 65,000. "Since the number 
of people from the companies nationwide amounted to between 200,000 to 
300,000, this could not possibly have been a case of forcing 50,000 to 
60,000 people to join." In any event, there probably was no need to 

be so stingy about lending one's name. 


3. The Ever-Mounting Cash Suppliers 


In our case as well, these party i.embership doubling campaigns are 
mounted every time an election is held. Instead of party collecting 
dues though, it pays 2,000 to 3,000 won for each member joining the party. 
This is one ingenious form of vote-buying. Even though there may be a 
disparity in amounts, it is a publicly known fact that all parties do 











it in all election districts, When things reach this stage, opposing 
buglers make noise about forced drafting into the party and vote-buying. 
Confronted with each other, they engage in vote-buying competition 
before anyone realizes there ie practica!ly no difference between them. 


There is a Western saying, “Loyalty comes from money.” Just aa & »e 
government officiale stand on the side of business interests, whatever 
the pretext, because they receive considerable amounts of money from 
them, so do political parties back certain business interests because 
the price for that support is paid in advance. It can probably be said 
that the reason those who are not even campaign workers conspicuously 
support a epecific candidate and pitch for him Like mad is that they 
received money behind the scenes, Leaving a party's policies till iast 
is a thing of the past. If not regional loyaities, blood ties or school 
ties, then money alwaye reduces the ballot of the voter, 


Expansion of the economy fane the demand for money. Human treatment, 
which once called for a cup of makkoli, has risen to soju or beer, and 
where it was once enough to give bus fare, now taxi fare must be given, 
Therefore, the price of the candidate's unconscious desire for glory 
and the voter's desire for money come to the same level. 


The heat of a presidential election to seize political power is incom- 
parable to that of a National Assembly election, It is the same to he 
who has a vote to give, but the seeker of that vote is not a single 
person, but a political party. Unlike a National Assembly candidate, 

who receives the support of a few acquaintences or businessmen, it is 
customary for a political party to join hands with financial cliques. 
Under the law concerning political funds, who contributed how much money 
ig not revealed, Simply, one-tenth to less than one-hundredth of the 
election funds is given in one time according to the ratio of assembly 
seats contested, Before the 1978 election, 850 million won in political 
funds was apportioned to the political parties. The figures for other 
years were 35 million won in 1971, 310 million won in 1973, only 

3 million won in 1976, and 358 million won in 1977. Somehow the parties 
have to come up with a way to raise the minimum funds they need. 
Otherwise, there can be no hope for victory in the election. This is 
because, even if money is not the decisive factor determining victory or 
defeat in an election, it certainly is one of the most important factors, 
at the very least. Therefore, it is desireable to receive campaign funds 
in large sums from a few people, rather than small sums from many people. 
it can be said that it is extremely natural for political parties to 
depend on financial cliques for political funds in this kind of political 
climate. 


Even though the finances of political parties are thus without much sub- 
stantiation, let u- consider the case of 1967 anyway. In that year, the 
disparity in funds between the majority and opposition parties was 
comparatively less than in the 1963 or 1971 elections and the relationship 
between preferential treatment and political funds was in an early stage, 
thus it can be counted as an example worthy of ‘ttention. 
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The DRP's receipts were more than 615 million won, the NDP's 365 million, 
According to the party receipt and expenditure figures published by the 
Central Election Administration Committee (CEAC) the disparity in political 
funds between the majority and minority parties for that year, whir) «ow 
both a presidential and a National Assembly election, was only tw | Toe 
This is, however, totally false, In reality, even if all kinds of 
administrative support in the budgets is excluded, the DRP was generally 
estimated to have apent around 10 billion won, exceeding the 600-odd 
million won figure by more than tenfold, and the NDP was estimated to 
have spent over | billion won, exceeding the 300-odd million figure by 

a factor of three, Commissions from loans, preferential loans and grain 
imports, etc., made up the bulk of political funds, At the time, an 
influential DRP member made the following statement: "For awhile there 
were some among the businesemen who did not fully understand the DRP 
concept of achieving the modernization of the fatherland. But, they have 
gradually come to realize because of whom they made money." 


By whose grace did they make money? The argument says, since they made 
money by the grace of the DRP, is it not only natural for them to show a 
degree of good faith’ is it not a case of demanding that the financial 
cliques turn over political funds, but rather a case of receiving their 
good will, It is hinted that this would be no more than loyalty for favors 
granted to them by the party or government in the past. In government 
guaranteed loans, a 5<-percent commission went in advance to the real 
principal through the bank, and in S<year deferred-payment, 20-year 
amortization grain imports, advance drafts went to those engaged in 
politics. A few percent commission was added even to 500 million won 
construction project, not to speak of the government purchase of goods 
worth billions of won. 


Since no one complains, no discomfort is relt, and that is the essence 
of political funding. This is because it is tantamount to a payment 
for favors already granted or a deposit for favors to be granted. 


Today's situation is more veiled. One thing that is clear, however, is 
that the suppliers of funds have grown immense in number. 


Comparing 1967 to 1980, the scale of foreign capital influx has exp.nded 
from $200 million to $7 billion, the scale of imports and exports from 
$1 billion to $40 billion, the size of the budget from a level of 

180 billion won to nearly 6 trillion won. The past 12 years have seen 
foreign capital influx increase 35-fold, imports and exports 40-fold, 
and the size of the budget more than W-fold. Accumulation of wealth 
by the financial cliques, with the appearance of commercial combines, 

is recorded to have increased more than a hundredfold. During the past 
3 to 4 years land and apartment speculations have provided good opportu- 
nities for creating anonymous millionaires. This mass-produced 

nouveanx riches who would go so far as to boast that they could wear 
gold lapel pins, too, just by selling a few hundred p'yong of their land 
south of the Han River. 











Compared to the elections of 196) when per capita income did not even 
reach $100 per year and electioneering meant distributing wheat flour 

and rubber shoes at most, annual elections have come to create a few 
large political (unde owing their existence to commissions flowing from 
ali kinds of construction work and loane called for in modernigation 
blueprints. And in the 1971 election, it is seen that while the 
suppliers of funds increased due to the growth of heavy chemical iadustry, 
export premiums and land speculation in the urbanization trend, the uneven 
distribution of wealth caused by rapid economic growth became a cause 

of the need for funds. It makes one wonder whether corrupt elections 

are not inevitable in the process of modernization, 


in the elections since 1972, when the presidential election system was 
fundamentally changed, there has been no great change in the state of 
corruption and depravation. In 1978, even in the case of the election 
of unpaid representatives to the National Conference for Unification, 
not to mention the election of National Assemblymen, tens of millions 
of won were spent on the election which was conducted in unite of a 
few districts or townships. 


The important question is, why did they spend that much money? It is 
because they judged that unless they epent that kind of money, election 
would be difficult, and because there was expectation they would at some 
time regain the amount they spent. If the composition of the organi- 
zation supposedly establishing unification policy is achieved in this 
manner, it can be said that thie testifies to the level at which our 
political culture remains. 


4, Discussion of Cake-Making and <Icing 


Strangely, even the use of the word “corruption” hae been forbidden. 
But the use of the word “irregularity” rather than the word “corruption,” 
does not spell the disappearance of corruption itself. 


Just because one insists that there is no political corruption or 
maintains that it is no different from administrative corruption, it 
does not mean corruption itself bow its head. 


This is precisely where the problem lies. Political corruption is 
essentially different from administrative corruption, which aims toward 
hedonistic pleasure and making money by using public office for private 
purposes. Administrative corruption is only the outcome of individual 
selfishness and can be controlled, to a degree, by law. Political 
corruption on the other hand, is practiced as a means of either 
structurally shoring up those in power or acquirin, power. This, in 
practice, is above the law. Those who make the laws snd those who 
wield power are corrupt. 














Before election, they received money from those who have it, and at 
election time pase it to those who have none, If one examines election 
corruption, it can be said that it is the inevitable product of political 
corruption, 


[Professor Samuel) Huntington lof Harvard University] points out the 
following about corruption in newly-emerging states during the moderniza- 
tion process: "There is corruption brought on by the poor and corruption 
brought on by the wealthy. The former exchange ther political power for 
money and the latter exchange wealth for political power." 


Corruption does not disappear because people do not take corruption 
seriously. There are many who pay lip service to wiping out corruption, 
but the same people, on ascending the road to power, must be seen in a 
political climate in which they cannot but compromise with corruption. 
Candidates who do not spend more money than permitted by law will find 

it hard to rise to the positions they seek, Even if the money is clean, 

it becomes impossible to use it cleanly. Moreover, it would probably be 
extremely rare for money for dirty use to have come from a clean place. It 
can almost be said that the life or death of political power hangs in 

the vicious circle of corruption, 


Things have reached the point where corruption is vegarded as 4 common 
occurrence, and there even appear statements which treat corruption as 
unimportant from the outset. One of the three or four people who have 
been at the core of government power the longest since 1961, Yi Hu-rak, 
who left Korea after the 26 October incident, made a statement on the 

DRP “purification drive" upon his return three months later, “Because 

I handled political funds, I hear all kinds of things said about me, 

but can one make rice cakes without getting sticky with glaze? This is 
like a paraphrase of the old saying, "Would one stop making fermented 
soybean paste for fear of maggots?" But in reality, many questions are 
etill hidden behind a veil—-questions like, how much glaze stuck to him 
in the process of making the cakes, and in what form does that glaze 
remain now? If the desire to compare politics to rice cakes and to see 
political corruption as rice cake glaze lies psychologically on the bottom 
of the mind, then it ‘s not impossible that a perverted theory may 
emerge that corruption is promoted. For the past 10 years or so, the DRP 
National Assembly members held a party caucus after each recess and just 
before returning to their homes, and they received 300,000 to 500,000 won 
per person under the name “rice cake money.” The DRP speaker of the 
National Asgeembly and secretary general, as well as the floor leader, also 
used to receive “rice cake money" of tens or hundreds of millions of won 
from high levels of the party. That was the “rice cake money.” It has 
never been made clear whose pockets this money came from and how. Some 
received an unsuitably large amount of rice cake money as the price for 
their loyalty to the party. 














Still another reason why elimination of corruption tse difficult, is the 
acceptance of the corruption=touches-ali theory, which says, in effect, 
that corruption ia not the problem of any single individual, that there 
is hardly any politician or anyone connected with politics who can say 
he is above corruption, They shunt responsibility for corruption to 
the people by discussing what atate political culture ia in and how the 
political environment is thereby creating mysterious atmosphere in which 
to vell their shamelessness, Not only ia it not a erime to touch "rice 
cakes," thie logic saye, but we should not blame a person just because 
he has been covered with glaze, 


However, it is not proper to ignore the problem, because political funds 
are not rice cakes, Political funds, like the allegory of the cunning 
tiger who gives someone a rice cake, then bites off an arm, gives him 

a second rice cake, then finishes him off, can only be described as opium, 
decisively paralyzing the people's consciousness of sovereignty. 


Now the vote buying season is approaching. Even with a difference of 
degree between the parties, they are in a situation in which it is 
difficult to avoid corruption, It is clear that a hundred calls for 
clean elections will turn into empty recitation of a Buddhist prayer. 
When people think power or position was acquired through money, it is 
impossible to place authority there, and the instability of that power 
becomes inevitable. Political parties will anguish over how much money 
the upcoming elections will require and how to secure it. But that is an 
anguish over how best to become corrupt. Basically, unless we firmly 
establish a lese costiy election system, it is a surety that corruption 
and degeneration will continue to increase in direct proportion to price 
rises aad improvement in standards of living.

ROK STRIVES TO CONSERVE ENERGY

{Text} “Before using energy, think conservation!" This educational slogan 
for energy conservation is now appearing in newspapers throughout the country. 
It is an appeal for the understanding and cooperation of the compatriots in 
conserving energy as summer approaches. In the OPEC meeting held for 3 days 
from the 9th of this month, it was agreed that the price of crude oil be set 
at a maximum of $32.00 a barrel for standard crude oil and that a $5.00 price 
variation be allowed for other types of oil for a maximum of $37.00. The 
prices can be raised at will from the first of next month. Since a rebound 
effect on domestic oil prices is feared, a nationwide effort, greater than 

in normal years, is required to save energy. 


Saudi Arabian crude, which is used most extensively by the ROK, will probably 
not be raised all at once to $4.00 above the present price of $28.00 a barrel 
(for Arabian light). It is expected to be increased in two steps, $2.00 at 
atime. In any case, price hikes are inevitable for domestic petroleum-related 
products, starting in the second half, because of the coming adjustment in 
crude oil prices. Reports say that the government already has a policy for 
taking specific action to adjust petroleum product prices as soon as notice 

of an increase is received from the oil producing countries. However, it 
plans to consider the effect on the domestic economy and hold down the range 
of the increase. 


The large increase for petroleum products made last January 29, averaging 
59.54 percent is still fresh in everyone's memory. Since the forthcoming 
additional increase is unavoidable, preparations are quickly being made to 
absorb it. However, no approach is likely to be more effective than 
conservation. 


Obviously, a crude ofl price hike will have a great effect on domestic 
commodity prices. The Bank of Korea published an analysis entitled "The 
Effect of Fluctuation in the Prices of Major Raw Materials" on the 13th. 
According to this analysis, when the price of petroleum products rises 10 
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percent, the pressure for a price increase on major products using petroleum 
as 4 Dasle raw watertal will increase a maximum of 9,90 percent or a minimum 
of 5.85 percent, the average being 7.45 percent, It also operates as a push 
factor of 5.83 percent on electrical power generation. Since in 1970 this 
push on prices was only 2.0 percent for basic petrochemical products and 

|.41 pereent for electrical power, we can see that the pressure frow tue crude 
o1] price hike has increased almost beyond comparison. 


At present in the ROK, ofl consumption is down, due partly to a sluggish 
economy. Consumption tn April was an average 476,000 barrels a day, 68,000 
barrels Lees than the original estimate and 24,000 [sic] barrels less than 

last year's average of 510,000 barrels. Because of this, the rate of operation 
of the four oll refining companies has dropped to the 77 percent level. The 
government is making a large scale revision of its initial plan for oil 
consumption of 215 million barrels (an increase of 14.7 percent over last 

year) and has set a policy of holding consumption to a 5 percent increase 

over last year. 


The present reduction in ofl consumption is more a result of economic 
stagnation than the effect of conservation. It is expected that it will 
increase again due to a prosperity pclicy, the "New Comprehensive Economic 
Policy," announced by the government on 5 June. Summer seems to be coming 
earlier than usual this year, and it is expected to be extremely hot. The 
energy saving program introduced by the Ministry of Energy and Resources 
puts severe restrictions on the use of air conditioners. It forbids their 
use below 28°C and states that governmental guidance will be stepped up. 
Also, the Energy Control Public Corporation and the Energy Control Committee, 
which will begin functioning on 1 July, will regulate the amount of energy 
used by all business enterprises and implement supply restriction measures 
against enterprises which consume excessively. The problem, however, cannot 
be solved by government action alone. 


Even without the energy problem, the state of Korean economy is very bad. 

The increase in prices is particularly serious. Firm resolve will be necessary 
to remove this new cause of price increases by a national drive to conserve 
energy. It is hoped that the slogan, “Before using energy, think conserva- 
tion!", will not end up as just a slogan but should take hold among the 

people of the nation at every level. It is necessary to have the attitude 

that not “somebody,” but "I," will be the first to conserve,

SHIPBUILDING INDUSTRY--Seoul, 10 Sep (HAPTONG)--The Korean shipbuilding 
industry receiving orders amounting to $743 million during the first 
eight months of this year for the construction of 41 vessels aggregating 
819,857 tons, it was learned at the Commerce-Industry Ministry today. 

The eight-month sum reflected a whopping rise of 143.6 per cent over the 
$305 million reported during the like period a year before, ministry 
sources said. Hvundais Shipyard won orders of $410.2 million for ten 
vessels (totaling 672,140 tons), and Taewu Shipbuilding Company obtained 
$115 million in orders for two vessels (totaling 21,200 tons). Besides,

RESTON'S VISIT TO NORTH KOREA DISCUSSED

Exchanges Gradually Broaden") 


[Text] While the new president of Korea has been inaugurated and Korea- 
U.S. relations are being gradually readjusted, the United States and 
North Korea appear to be getting closer to each other. 


About a month after representative Stephen Solarz' visit to North Korea, 
which resulted in opening the door more widely to visits between the 
United States and North Korea, four young Harvard professors have already 
visited North Korea. Now, it is somewhat surprising to note that 

Thomas Reston, deputy spokesman of the State Department up until the end 
of June, is reportedly on a visit to Pyongyang with his colleagues. 


Asked about his predecessor's trip to Pyongyang, State Department spokes- 
man John Trattner said at his regular news briefing on 3 September: "TI 
have not heard of it until now. Perhaps, the report might be incorrect." 
North Korea's Central News Agency, however, has officially reported that 
Reston arrived in Pyongyang on 2 September. 


Reston had been in Tokyo looking for a job as a free-lance reporter after 
his resignation from the post of deputy spokesman for the State Department, 
according to reports. It may have been difficult for the State Department 
to track down his recent whereabouts. Even so, there is no reason to 
believe that the State Department had no knowledge of the visit to North 
Korea of its former deputy spokesman. 


Whenever asked to comment on such personnel exchanges between the United 
States and North Korea, the State Department, through its spokesman, has 
repeated the standard statement that "since the ban on civilian travel 
to communist nations has been lifted, none of us can block American 
citizens from visiting North Korea" and that “however, as far as the 
State Department is concerned, the basic policy that it would not carry 
on a dialogue with North Korea without the participation of the Republic 
of Korea, remains unchanged." 
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Now the report that the former deputy spokesman, who kept repeating this 
U.S. position, is on a visit to Pyongyang, naturally attracts our 
attention, 


As the message brought back by representative Solarz from North Korea 

after his lengthy talks with Kim Il-song suggests, the reported visit 

by Reston probably signifies the increasingly active exchanges in non- 
political areas between the United States and North Korea, 


There have been occasional American visits to North Korea since the 
latter half of the 19708, Professor Jerome Cohen of Harvard University, 
who has frequently visited the Republic of Korea, also visited North 
Korea twice toward the end of the 1970s. Korean-born American scholars 
and American scholars who study North Korea have since made visits to 
North Korea often, 


In particular, a number of American table tennis players and journalists 
visited North Korea during the world table tennis championship held in 
Pyongyang in April 1979, During the recent Solarz visit to Pyongyang, 
Professor Ralph Clough of George Washington University and Henry Scott-Stokes 
of the NEW YORK TIMES accompanied him, 


At a recent hearing on the Korean s.tuation at the U.S. House Foreign 
Affairs Subcommittee on Asian and Pacific Affairs on 28 August, Solarz 
put this question to Assistant Secretary of State Richard Holbrooke: 
"How does the State Department, which previously said it would neither 
encourage nor stop my visit to North Korea, evaluate the result of my 
travel?" Holbrooke said, "We believe that your report was very useful." 


After his return from North Korea, Solarz himself said in an interview 
with Korean reporters, "I have briefed Assistant Secretary of State 
Holbrooke on the results of my visit to North Korea and recommended 
that the United States advise the Korean Government to test the North 
Korean proposal for cultural exchanges." 


In view of such a dialogue between representative Solarz, a very in- 
fluential liberal member of the House Foreign Affairs Committee, and 
Assistant Secretary Holbrooke, who is a responsible working-level 
official on Korea, the State Department seems to be still remaining 
behind the scenes and, instead, seems to have entered the second stage 
of sending former government officials in an attempt to make contact 
with North Korea, in wake of the initial stage of sending scholars and 
journalists to North Korea, 


The State Department appears lately to gradually broaden the scope of 
U.S. exchanges with North Korea if this kind of ap»roach toward Pyongyang 
makes progress without evoking much criticism. 


Sports exchanges with the United States may again be promoted after the 
abortive attempt of North Korean basketball, pingpong and boxing teams 
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last year. Visits to the United Scates by North Korean circus troupes 
and North Korean scholars are likely to take place some time in the 
future, 


In making such approaches toward Pyongyang, it is certain that the 
United States wil) try to read the Korean Government's mind and to calcu- 
late the latter's reaction, 


In connection with the recent Korean situation, a diplomatic expert 
predicts that "you cannot rule out the possibility that a U.S. approach 
toward Pyongyang may be used as a certain leverage against the Korean 
Government now trying to reduce its dependency on the United States." 


With the freeze of the U.S. troop withdrawal and under the present circum- 
stances in which the United States does not have any particular means of 
economic pressure, the only thing available to it is the relations 
between North and South Korea, 


At any rate, the United States believes that the more frequently it has 
contact with North Korea, the more helpful it will be to reduce tension 
on the Korean peninsula and to promote contacts by the Soviet Union and 
the People's Republic of China with the Republic of Korea. Accordingly, 
the United States appears likely to try to broaden its exchanges with 
North Korea gradually.

CHANGE IN LEADERSHIP NOTED FROM SPA BUDGET MEETING'S PARTICIPANTS 
Tokoyo KITA CHOSEN MONDAL in Japanese No 39, 30 Apr 80 pp 1-5 
[Excerpt] The Supreie People's Assembly and Budget Report 


The Supreme People's Assembly [SPA] (the Fourth Session of the Sixth SPA) 
convened after about 4 year. The session ended on 4 April after adopt- 
ing two bille--Deputy Yim Ch'un-ch'u's report "concerning the public 
health law of the Republic” and Minister of Finance Yun Ki-chong's re- 
port “concerning the execution of the final accounts of the 1979 state 
budget and the 1980 state budget”. 


This article shall discuss the important points of "the settlement of 
accounte and the budget"; but before doing so, it shall present some 
other interesting points besides the bills. 


The Personalities Who Were Taken Out From the Platform 


One interesting point is the persons seated at the president's platform. 
Those who sit at the platform are a group of the most powerful people in 
North Korea, and the order in which their names is reported indicates 
their estate ranking. 


For some reason, however, their names were not revealed this year except 
that of Kim ll-song, and the announcement merely said “members of the 
Central People's Committee and deputies of the Standing Committee of the 
SPA sat at the president's platform.” At the Third Sessior held last 
year, it was reported that “President Kim Ll-song appeared on the plat- 
form. Starting with Comrade Kim 11 (followed by 26 persons), members of 
the Central People's Committee and deputies of the Standing Committee of 
the SPA sat at the president's platfors." 


In short, omitted in this year's announcement is the part saying “start- 
ing with ... ... «..". Not enumerating the names of those seated at the 
president's platform in this way has never happened since the Second 


Session of the Fifth SPA in Aprii 1973, 


Furthermore, narrowing down the scope of the persons to be seated at the 
platform to members of the Central People's Committee, deputies of the 
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Standing Committee of the SPA isa alee an enigma, because persons who do 
not belong to these two organs, that is, those who have sat at the platorm 
until last year or those who were expected to sit thie year have not been 
ine luded, 


They are: Chon Mun-sop (4 member of the Political Committee of the Korean 
Workers’ Party |KWP), the general rvsponsible funetionary of the Red Work- 
er-Peasant Militia, and senior general of the Korean People's Army [KPA], 
Yi Kun-mo (a member of the Political Committee of the KWP and the responsi- 
ble secretary of the South P' yongan Provincial Party Committee, Ho Tam 

(a candidate member of the Political Committee of the KWP and vice premier 
concurrently foreign minister), Kang Song-san (a candidate member of the 
Political Committee of the KWP and vice premier concurrently Minister of 
Railway), Chong Chun=-ki (a candidate member of the Political Committee of 
the KWP and vice premier), Kim Ch'ol-man (a candidate member of the Politi- 
cal Committee of the KWP and senior general of the KPA), Hyon Mu-kwang (a 
candidate member of the Political Committee of the KWP and the chairman of 
the People's Committee of North Hamgyong Province), Ch'oe Chae-u (vice 
premier), 0 Kuk-yol ( the chief of the General Staff and Lt General of the 
KPA), So Kwan-hui (former chairman of the Agricultural Committee), Kong 
Chin-t'ae (vice premier), Kim Tu-yong (vice premier), Kang Hui-won (vice 
premier), Pyon Ch'ang-pok (a member of the Bille Committee of the SPA), 
Kim Kyong-yon (vice premier), and others. All these men are the real power- 
holders of the party, the government and the military. 


(Notes) (1) Excluded are Kim Chung-nin who is often absent, Ch'oe Hyon who 
is reportedly in retirement, and Yon Hyong-muk who is studying. (2) Chong 
Chun-ki and Ch'oe Chae-u have participated only in the debate as deputies. 


Events such as these are worthy of attention because the Sixth Party Con- 
gress is scheduled to meet in October of this year after an interval of 

10 years, and succession campaigns are actively under way, and there seems 
to be some attempt to break away from the fast formality. If everything 
is geared toward these two directions, 411 the more care must be taken in 
order not to arouse people's attention. 


The second point [of interest) is the clarification about the replacement 
of the Minister of Finance. Yun Ki-chong, the newly appointed Minister of 
Finance is said to be the sister of Yun Ki-pok (a member of the Central 
People's Committee and chairman of the Bills Committee of the SPA). She 
is practically unknown. Nonetheless, she was selected, replacing Kim 
Kyong-yon who was promoted to vice premier, even though she has no exper- 
fence in serving in the important post of the Ministry of Finance. 


This appointment draws attention for the following reasons: If she is 
indeed the sister of Yun Ki-pok, it means that brother and sister are go- 
ing to receive an experience in serving in the important post of the Minis- 
ter of Finance, thereby making this a unique case except for the nepotistic 
personnel practice of Kim ll-song's clan; When Prime Minister Yi Chong-ok 
formed his cabinet, there were some attempts to avoid the phenomenon of 


a 
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"arterionclerosia” by recruiting many new persons and economic experts 
whose idea was inclined toward realiam, but the appointment of seasoned 
veterans such aa Ch'oe Chae=u and Kim Kyong-yon as vice premiers and a 
new figure such as Yun Kiechong from last year to thie year may indicate 
that the policy adopted at the time of the cabinet formation ie setil! 
alive and the Yi Chong-ok bare remaing sound, 


The question is the Link between those who were removed from the platform 
and the succession issue. Among the former are those who cannot be con= 
sidered to be belonging to the Yi Chong-ok camp, such as senior General 
Chon Mun=sep who enjoye the president's trust as director of the Kim Ll- 
song Security Bureau, chief of the General Staff O Kuk-yol who was chosen 
to replace General O Chin-u, and Pyon Ch'ang=pok who accompanied the 
president on an on-the-spot guidance trip. Nevertheless, to have singled 
out eight out of nine vice premiers cannot help but arouse suspicion, If 
Prime Miniater Yi Chong-ok, who takes 4 realistic posture and the pro- 
succession faction were to meet, there may ‘e no other recourse for Pre- 
mier Yi but to concede.

CHIEF OF GENERAL STAFF O KUK-YOL'S STANDING EXAMINED 
Tokoyo KITA CHOSEN MONDAIL in Japanese No 39, 30 Apr 80 pp 1-5 


{Text} In September last year [1979], it became clear that 0 Kuk-yol 
(then a member of the Central Committee of the Korean Workers’ Party 
[KWP}] and Lt General) was appointed ae chief of the general staff of the 
Korean People's Army [KPA], replacing General O Chin-u (24 September). 
Following this change in the high-ranking military personnel, attention 
has been paid to the question of how his rank in the military and the 
party will be affected by it. 


As for his position in the party, his promotion to a candidate member of 
the Political Committee from a member of the Central Committee was con- 
firmed when he, under the titles of the member of the Political Committee 
of the KWP and chief of the General Staff, delivered a report at the Cen- 
tral Report Meeting commemorating the 48th anniversary of the founding of 
the KPA on 24 April of last year. 


In regard to the confirmation of his party position, 0 Kuk-yol first 
emerged as one of the Central Committee's leading cadres at the Central 
Report Meeting commemorating the 3lset anniversary of the founding of the 
Republic (on the 8th) and ite celebration banquet (on the 9th) of Septem- 
ber last year. His party ranking at the time was 25th next to Ch'oe 
Chae-u, a candidate member of che Political Committee; and it further 
became clear at the 48th anniversary of the founding of the KPA that his 
position had advanced to 22, Although this position indicates that he was 
a candidate member of the Political Committee, its confirmation could not 
be made. Considering the fact that he ranked 109th among 117 persons at 
the time of the Fifth Party Congress, it is indeed an unprecedented leap. 


As far as his party's position is concerned, he was quickly appointed to 
the post of chief of the General Staff, but so far there is no indication 
that his military rank has advanced. 


To follow 0 Kuk-yol's activities from September of last year to March of 
this year on the basis of extremely scarce sources--(1) he visited Yugo- 
slavia in October of last year as head of the friendship delegation of 
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of the KPA, and (2) on 12 March of thie year when President Kim Il-song 
interviewed Kieu Samphan, prime minister of Kampuchea, who was then 
Visiting Korea=-in each of these occasions, the title of Lieutenant gen- 
eral of the KPA was attached to him, thus indicating that no promotion 
hae been made in terma of military rank up to the time, 


In the KPA, unlike in the party, a shift in order and ranking seems to 
be extremely limited in peacetime, and it is said that there is hardly 
any promotion for generals, except in filling of vacancies. 


When Lt General So Ch'ol was appointed recently as chief of the General 
Political Bureau of the KPA, he was promoted to the rank of full general 
by jumping two ranks; but this was a epecial case owing to the fact that 
he had been a senior member of the Political Committee. This does not 
apply in the case of O Kuk-yol, who is an ordinary member of the Central 
Committee. 


Moreover, even though O Kuk-yol attained the prominent post of chief of 
the general staff, the person best suited for the post, judged by common 
sense, is Senior General Kim Ch'ol-man who was holding the post of first 
deputy chief of the General Staff. Since 0 Kuk-yol was chosen over his 
great senior, giving 0 a [military] promotion concurrently [with his other 
promotion] may make Senior General Kim lose his ground and this may have 
been another reason for not giving O Kuk-yol his military promotion. 


In connection with this, there is noteworthy information. According to the 
28 March TONG-IL ILBO, along with the replacement of the chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff, a special anti-South military operation was planned, and Senior 
General Kim Ch'ol-man was appointed as its responsible functionary. If 
thie is true, it means that Senior General Kim has left the General Staff 
and the promotion of Lt General O is a matter of time. 


Apart from this, there may have been other constraints, such as Lt General 
O is from the Air Force rather than from the Army. In any case, he will 
soon have served a year since the appointment anc will probably be awarded 
the post of senior general in September of this year or at the latest by 
the next Party Congress in October. 


With the selection of O Kuk-yol as a cnadidate member of the political Com- 
mittee of the Party, the lineup of the members of the Political Committee 
of the Central Committee of the KWP came to look something like the follow- 
ing. 


The Members of the Political Committee. 


Kim Ll-song, Pak Song-ch'ol, 0 Chin-u, So Ch'ol, Kim Chung-nin (all of them 
were elected in 13 November 1970), Yi Kun-mo (confirmed 24 Oct 73), Yim 
Ch'un-ch'u (same 4 May 76), Yi Chong-ok (presumed 4 March 77), Kye Ung-t'ae 
(confirmed 9 Dec 77), Kim Yong-nam (same 28 Aug 78), Kim Man-kum (same 8 
Sept 78) and Kim Hwan (same 29 Sept 78). 
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In addition, both O Paek=yong's and Chon Mun=sop's ranks have conspicuous- 
ly moved up since 1976, and judging from their ranks it is highly probable 
that they were appointed as the members of the Political Committee some 
time around March 1977. 


As for Kim Chong-il, although there is a theory that he is a membe: ot the 
Political Committee (elected April 1974), he was omitted because he was 
not present at the official functions. 


Similarly, Yon Hyong-muk, of whom there has been no news since August 1978, 
and Ch'oe Hyon, who is considered to be in retirement, were both cut out 
As for Yang Hyong-sop, his demotion to a member of the Central Committee 
was confirmed in October last year. 


The candidate Members of the Political Committee. 


Hyong Mu-kwang (elected 13 Nov 77), Ch'oe Chae-u (confirmed 20 June 73), 

Kang Song-san (same 6 Oct 73), Chong Chun-ki (same 22 Oct 73), Kong Chin- 
t'ae (same 6 May 78), Ho Tam (same 23 May 78) and O Kuk-yol (same 24 Apr 

80). 


In addition, Kim Ch'ol-man and Pak Su-tong can be presumed to be appointed 
as candidate members of the Political Committee.

POWER INDUSTRY INCREASES ELECTRICITY OUTPUT

[Text] Pyongyang, September 4 (KCNA)--The power stations throughout 
Korea are increasing electricity output. 


Now the workers in this field are waging an increased production drive, 
keeping the generating equipment in full-capacity operation to supply a 
greater amount of electric power to various domaii.s of the national 
economy where an energetic "100-day battle" is afoot with the approach 
of the sixth congress of the Workers Party of Korea. 


The Ministry of Power Industry fulfilled its August plan by 103.7 per 
cent as of August 31. 


The Chongchongang thermal power plant hit its August plan on the 25th. 
Its workers topped their daily quotas by an average of 1,000,000 kwh by 
operating the generating equipment at full capacity through an effective 
control of equipment and technical control. 


A growth of production is also reported from the Pyongyang and Pukchang 
thermal power plants. 


The Pukchang thermal power plant which produced 250 million more kwh of 
electricity in the first half of the year than in the same period last 
year has lifted its output to a record figure of late. The youth shop 
and the third shop of the plant are now producing 5,000 kwh per hour 
over and above the hourly average in the first half of the year. 


Production is on the upgrade also at such hydraulic power stations as the 
Supung, Kanggye Youth, Toknogang and Pujongang power stations. 


The Changjingang and Hochongang power stations are surpassing their daily 
assignments respectively by more than 200,000 kwh on an average by well 
controlling water and raising the capacity of the generators. 











The provincial power transmission and supply stations are sending more 
electric power to industrial establishments all over the country by 
further modernizing their equipment. 


The power transmission and supply stations of South Hwanghae, Kangwon, 
North Pyongan and South Hamgyong provinces have already beat their 
yearly targets. 


Meanwhile, an energetic drive is going on to increase the generating 
capacity. 


Along with the large-scale power stations such as the Taedonggang power 
station, a large number of medium and emall-scale hydroelectric power 
stations are under construction in various parts of the country. 


In Yanggang Province alone, 26 medium and small-scale hydroelectric 


power etations are planned to be built before the sixth congress of 
the party scheduled in October, 13 of which have already been completed.

PUSAN PORT FACILITIES BEING MODERNIZED

[Article by reporter Kim Sok-chu: "Pier 5 of Pusan Rushing To Modernize"] 


[Text] The Pusan port pier designed for the exclusive use of containers 
(Pier 5), which opened first in our country following the trend of containeri- 
zation in maritime transportation, has been restored to its normal function 
by the Pusan Container Pier Management Public Corporation, which has assumed 
its management and operation. It is becoming a container terminal along the 
lines of pier terminals of advanced countries. 


The Pusan Container Pier Management Public Corporation, which will celebrate 
its second anniversary of undertaking the management of the Pusan container 
pier next September, has been accelerating, even though the available time 
was short, the modernization of pier management by expanding the container 
yard equipment, rationalizing management techniques, and introducing a 
computer system. 


Pier 5, which made its debut as the first exclusive container port in our 
country in September 1978, as part of the plan for the comprehensive develop- 
ment of the port of Pusan is the fruition of the great project undertaken 
100 years after the opening of the Pusan port. 


It can be considered as the highlight, giving the port of Pusan the honor of 
being an international port both in name and in fact. 


This pier, which encompasses an area of 98,781 p'yong, allows two large 
container ships weighing 50,000 tons each to dock simultaneously at its inner 
wall, which is 659 meters long. Its operations yard, covering 71,815 p'yong 
in area, is capable of handling 10,000 containers (20-foot size) at the same 
time. In addition, through its storage warehouse for export-import freight, 
adjustment shop, freezer quonset, and computerized operation process, Pier 5 

is capable of handling 200,000 containers a year with safety, speed and 
accuracy, thereby becoming an exclusive container pier which meets international 
standards.
